Smuggled Gems Realize $24,000 at G 
ernment Auction. 


The gems worth $24,957, known as 
“Leinkram”’ diamonds, because they w 
seized, Feb. 24, 1902, from a man who g 
his name as Michael “Leinkram,” but wh 
real name is said to be Hochberger, were s 
at public auction, Wednesday, in the | 
Office building at New York, by order 
the Government. They were purchased 
Joseph Goodman, of Jos. Goodman & S 
retail jewelers, of 336 Main St., Mempl 
Tenn. The stones have gained notori 
through the criminal proceedings growing 
out of the smuggling and also the litigat 
in the United States courts,.due to the 
tempt of Wm. Goldwasser, of Antwe 
who claimed the stones and tried to h 
them given back to him 

“Leinkram” is now serving a term 
two years’ imprisonment in the Elmira R 
formatory for having smuggled the dia- 
monds, and Goldwasser is at present 
Antwerp, whither he went directly after a 
decision unfavorable to him was handed 
down, April 23, in the United States District 
Court. This decision marked the ending 
the claimant’s efforts to get possession of 
the gems, although there was some talk at 
the time to the effect that the case might 
be appealed to the United States Circu 
Court of Appeals. This idea, however, wa: 
abandoned and the goods were condemne 
and ordered sold Wednesday. 

Readers of THe CIRCULAR-WEEKLY a! 
familiar with the circumstances under which 
the gems came into the possession of the 
Government. They were taken from “Lein 
kram” by Wm..H. Theobold, a special e1 
ploye of the Treasury. Department, wh 
found the diamonds in a flannel belt 
fastened about the body of the smuggler 
as he came off the Kronprinz Wilhelm 
“‘Leinkram” was tried, convicted and set 
tenced to two years’ imprisonment and o1 
dered to pay a fine of $5,000. Wm. Gold 
wasser, an Antwerp diamond merchant 
who happened to be in New York at th 
time the gems were seized, put in a clair 
for the stones on the ground that he ha 
delivered them on memorandum a mont 
before to a man in Antwerp who was t 
take them to Berlin. This man did not r 
turn the goods or the money theref 
but, according to Goldwasser, deliver: 
them to “Leinkram.” Goldwasser claim 
ithe goods on the ground that the title h 
not passed from him, and that he was in 1 
way in collusion with ‘‘Leinkram.”’

Spring at a loss to keep the help employed, 
and should the cost of production increas« 
through the necessity of paying ten hours 
wages for nine hours’ work, and time and 
a third for overtime, besides the extra cost 
of power, light, etc., all manufacturers clain 
that it would be absolutely necessary to 
shut down entirely for a good part of the 
Spring months to avoid the loss at that 
time, in order to make up for the extra 
cost of goods in the Fall. Two-thirds of 
the entire year’s business is done in the last 
five months of the year, and no manufac 
turer can tell what style or pattern will sell 
until the buying season arrives; therefore 
it is very dangerous to make stock in ad 
vance, though many do so at a great risk 
simply to keep their help employed. In 
consideration of the above conditions, thé 
following resolutions were unanimously 
adopted and have received the endorse- 
ment and signatures of more than 200 of 


the manufacturers of jewelry and silverware, 

and the remainder of the manufacturers are 

signing as fast as they are waited upon.”

Statement of thi 


presidents of the International Jewelry 
Workers’ Union, said that he could not 
discuss it officially, but he made one or two 
informal statements in which he said that 
the statement would make little difference 
to the union, that the latter would continu 
to press its demands He said that the 
resolutions were simply an expression of 
the association and not of the manufac 
turers at large, for he argued that there are 
many manufacturers who will have nothing 
to do with the association He said that 
what the union wants most is the nine-hour 
day and the union did not ask for time 
and one-third for overtime work because it 
wanted to increase the manufacturers’ run- 
ning expenses, but because it wants to do 
away with overtime altogether. He said 
that the union is no more anxious for a 
strike than the manufacturers and will use 
it only as a last resort. He said further 
that he thought arbitration would be used 
and he believed that it would be effective. 

The workmen held a mass meeting Fri- 
day night and listened to addresses by va- 
rious speakers prominent in labor circles.

The com- 
plainant declares that the two Hemings 
were former employes of the Meriden Bri- 
tannia Co., and that they, with Bramberg, 
who is a polisher, have been in New Haven, 
engaged in putting on the market silver 
plated goods under various trade names and 
that they are still in the business, having 
an arrangement with W. S. Rogers, and by 
wnich they assume the trade name of the 
W. S. Rogers Co 
The complainant further claims that the 
Hemings conspired with Rogers for the use 
of his name, for which he is to be paid 
a royalty, and that since June the defend- 
ants have been putting on the market goods 
in imitation of the genuine Rogers goods 
made by the International Silver Co. The 
complainant asks that the defendants be en- 
joined from the use of the name, “W. S 
Rogers Co.,”’ on its goods 
On motion of Attorney Hiram R. Mills, 
a preliminary injunction was issued yester 
day by Judge Case in the Superior Court at 
Hartford, restraining the defendants from 
using the name, “W. S. Rogers Co.,” until 
further order from the Court. It is reported 
that property on Alden and Barnett Sts., 
Westville, belonging to defendant Rogers, 
was attached yesterday by Deputy Sheriff 
Dejon,.

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Some of the Advertising Problems Which 
Confront the Jeweler. 


“Timely Talks 
gressive Jewelers.” 
66°F HE whole matter of advertising is a 
problem, and a big one, that most 
of us would like solved,” said a jeweler. 

This article will not attempt to do that, 
but it will speak of some of the sub-prob- 
lems that come up to help the average jew- 
eler keep his brain active. That the jeweler 
who does not give much attention to this 
important element in all lines of modern 
business, is behind the times, is a fact that 
everyone concerned ought to realize. 

Being a necessity, then, to practically 
every store, the first problem that presents 
itself is how to do it successfully. It is 
true that a great deal of advertising is not 
successful, and this fact used to be used as 
an argument against the value of advertis 
ing. Might as well say the ocean is of no 
use and should be abolished because men 
get drowned in it occasionally. The fault 
is not with the ocean; it is with the men, 
almost always, and the means they take to 
navigate upon it. 

Advertising is a problem to one of the 
oldest jewelry houses in a certain New 
England city, one that began business just 
after the Civil War. They have advertised 
as most of their competitors have in the 
local daily papers and in other ways, as well 
as their enterprising spirit, experience and 
sound financial backing would permit. But 
this year: “We are not advertising; we are 
so well known we are trying the experiment 
of not advertising, to see what the effect 
will be. Still we do believe in advertising, 
and do not expect to do business long with- 
out it.” Maybe this firm will be able to 
Say something from experience a_ few 
months from now that will help solve the 
problem. 

Speaking of successful advertising brings 
up another question: “What is meant by 
‘success’ in advertising?” Is it the ability 
to tell folks to-day that you have goods in 
your store and have them hustle in to-mor- 
row and buy them? Or is it the constant, 
steady, daily advertising that aims at build 
ing up a permanent, long-lasting trade? 
Answers come both ways, and no wonder 
some men are swamped by uncertainty. 

“It is just as foolish for a jeweler to 
waste his time pondering on the wisdom 
of advertising, or whether it is a good 
thing for his business, as it would be for 


Fourth of a Series of With Pro- 
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him to spend his time wondering if the earth 
is really round,” exclaimed a jeweler with 
whom the writer discussed this problem 
“People who have spent their lives studying 
about it assure us the globe is round, or 
nearly so, and we accept it as a fact. To 
my mind, one is just as much a fact as the 
other. I do my advertising on that basis. 
It is an important portion of my business, 
quite as much as buying diamonds. When 
I buy diamonds I am not absolutely cer- 
tain that I will get full returns for all the 
money invested. Neither am I at all sure 
of getting returns within a reasonably short 
time. But I aim to get both kinds of re- 
turns, from my advertising as well as from 
my deals in precious stones.” 

As this man views it, advertising in itself 
is no problem at all; it is a part of the 
business, and the only problem is how to 
make it yield satisfactory returns in trade, 
which is a fundamental! principle to almost 
every progressive merchant. 

In the first of this series of “Timely 
Talks” a good illustration of successful ad 
vertising was given. Mr. Monson’s way of 
solving the problem when it came up to 
him to be solved ought to inspire other men 
who have equal opportunities. He did 
nothing remarkable. He simply applied 
common sense business principles in a 
businesslike way to a business problem— 
with the usual result. 

3ut even when a jeweler is willing to ad- 
mit all this, there often comes up another 
problem: “What will I say in my news- 
paper space?” 


Here we have a real problem, and one 
that is not to be solved off-hand. What is 
said in an advertisement causes more 


bother, and thought, and, often, anxiety, 
than anything else connected with it, to a 
careful and successful advertiser. 

Some weeks ago THE CiRCULAR-WEEKLY 
published a lengthy comment on the daily 
newspaper advertising of P. H. Stevens, 
Hartford, Conn. Some specimens were re- 
produced and commended for their concise- 
and attractiveness to and mind 
[he remark was made that it ought not to 
be much trouble or take much time to write 
ads. But there the writer uninten- 
tionally gave a wrong impression, which 
Mr. Stevens has good naturedly called at- 
tention to. 

“It is hard work to write such ads.,” said 
he, as he stood behind the counter in his 
store, “just because they are so brief. It

Optical Development. 


(Address of Wm. V. Moore before the Conven- 
tion of the American Association of Opticians, 
held at Atlantic City, N. J.) 


(Continued from issue of Aug. 12.) 


The last feature to be mentioned in this paper is 
the evolution of the microscope. It is a far cry 
from the time Janssen, Galileo and the early opti 
cians held two lenses in the line of vision, noted 
their magnifying power, fixed them at the proper 
distance in huge tubes equal in size to some of the 
modern telescopes, and entertained their royal pa- 
trons with glimpses of small objects highly mag- 
nified, with “flies that look as large as chickens,” 
as one of the old discoverers wrote, to the opening 
of the 20th century, when microscopes are used 
to count 4,000,000 corpuscles in a drop of blood 
and 5,000,000 bacteria in a quarter teaspoonful of 
tainted milk. These distant limits, thus arbitrarily 
suggested, may serve to hint at the great change 
that has taken place in the course of the evolution 
of this instrument. From a toy for royalty and the 
rich only, the microscope has come to be an in- 
strument for the use of the modern scientist and in- 
vestigator, and the practical element in this devel- 
opment is equalled only by that in the development 
of photography. To-day the microscope is part of 
the equipment of every physician’s office and 
laboratory. With it he diagnoses the cases that 
come under his care, many of which are to be 
accurately recognized in no other way. In the 
hands of the health department it constitutes a 
popular instructor for the people in all phases of 
sanitation. Time fails even to hint at the varied 
application of this instrument in modern life. 

To speak on the subject of the lenses themselves, 
it will not be out of place to express a feeling of 
wonder at the great range in size as the lenses are 
made to-day. They vary from the minute hemis- 
pherical lens, used in microscope objectives of 
highest power, so small that the skilled workman is 
obliged to employ a jeweler’s glass to see to perform 
the fine task of shaping and polishing through the 
various achromatic and apochromatic microscope 
objectives and the different photographic lenses, 
to the 36 inch searchlight mirror employed on men- 
of-war. From the standpoint of modern warfare 
the importance of the last mentioned lens can 
scarcely be overestimated. It is used as a signal, as 
guide in the darkness and in uncertain channels, 
and as a protector in time of war against the 
insidious approach of the rapid and destructive 
torpedo boat. The American manufacturer to-day 
makes lenses of this huge size and even larger as 
the demands are felt. He is not confined to these 
mammoth ones, however, as searchlights of smaller 
size are in extensive use on merchant ships and 
pleasure yachts. The aid of electricity, naturally 
has to be invoked to make the high power lenses 
efficient. As long as the development of electrical 
science remained insignificant, their construction 
was impossible because of its futility. 

One of the secrets of all this wonderful evolu- 
tion is found in the character of the American 
manufacturer himself, his acute perception of con- 
ditions and his adaptability to circumstances. His 
purpose has always been to feel the pulse of in- 
creasing life in the American commonwealth and 
to supply products, as thus indicated, to the people 
at large at reasonable prices. In fact, in all the 
instruments whose manufacture has been under- 
taken, the idea has been, not to supply a certain 
class, but the entire people—in brief, to popu- 
larize the products and make it possible for all who 
can in any way be benefited to secure them at rea- 
sonable cost. The wisdom of this policy is seen 
in the universal use of his instruments in America, 
and in their extensive and extending use abroad, 
that has made it necessary to establish agencies 
in many states of Europe, in China and Japan, and 
in the new island possessions of the United States 
The characteristics which have made all this ex-

pansion possible are the high quality of the ma- 
terial and of the finished product, the adaptability 
to the uses for which intended, the interchange- 
ability of parts and the standardizing of both the 
separate elements and the whole, the catering to the 
public taste and demand, and finally, accuracy and 
economy in construction, which are ultimately re- 
sponsible for the reasonable 

This policy has been most successfully and most 


prices. 


completely carried out in the case of photographic 
lenses and microscopes In the beginning the 
American manufacturer adopted a scientific form 
and style of microscope which proved very satis 
factory and popular in this country. But the influ 
ence of the European university reached America, 


and with it came a demand for the European type 


of instrument. It was essential to meet this de 
mand at once, and perfect willingness was mani- 
fested to place on the market the short, stumpy, 
squatty, foreign brand of instrument, if that was 
what Americans wanted The readiness’ with 
which the new sentiment was met brought immedi- 
ate results, and the earlier style has been almost 
superseded. The European form, modified accord- 
ing to American ideas, has also superseded the 
very style which first embodied its essential con- 
ception, and has become known round the world 


as the “Continental Type.” 

But it will not do to forget the great debt which 
the American manufacturer, the scientist, the pro 
fessional man, the entire optical world, owes to 
European thought and genius for investigating. 


The firm of Carl Zeiss is the leader of optical in 


vestigators everywhere, and the inventions which 
it has put on the market have made other ad- 
vances possible that otherwise would never have 
been thought of. The discovery and manufacture 
of the modern anastigmat by this firm, with its 
power to reproduce straight lines as such in the 
image picture whatever their direction may be, 
has had an effect that no one can estimate on 


several departments of photography, notably as ap 
plied industrially to the processes of printing and 
engraving. Similarly the work of Zeiss has been 
felt in other fields. In the manufacture of the mi 
crostope it is not equaled by any other investigator 


in the magnitude of the improvement that it has 
made in this scientific instrument. On this point 
the late William B. Carpenter, an eminent au 
thority, says: “‘It is to this house, under the cul 
tivated guidance of Dr. Abbe and Dr. Czapski, 


that we are indebted for the splendid perfection to 
which the optical part of this instrument has been 


recently brought.’’ Other German scientists and 
manufacturers, as well as some in France and 
England, might well be held in mind when the 


course of development in optical manufacturing is 
being scanned. 


And all this without detracting in the slightest 
degree from the glory that belongs to the Amer 
ican manufacturer. By adding American genius, 
American ingenuity and American push, he has 
immensely increased the value of foreign optical 
discoveries. It must not be supposed, however, 


that he is entirely responsible for the American 
side of the evolution we have attempted to outline. 
It is true that a great many innovations have been 
introduced and improvements made by him, but it 
true that advances would never 


is equally many 


have been made possible had he not received as 
sistance. He owes many of his successes to the 
American opticians, satisfactory achievement being 


made possible by their private thought and investi 
gation embodied in kindly suggestion. Their in 
terest in everything relating to optical science and 
optical advance is thoroughly appreciated and offers 
of hints and suggestions are warmly received. 
Much is due, also, to the hearty of the 
scientific investigators of our American educational 
institutions. As the demands of their work have 
become more complex and results have required 
more accuracy and perfection, to them have come 
ideas which the manufacturer, with American 
thought and American facilities, has been able to 
materialize into optical products of higher quality 
and greater perfection of power than were previ- 
ously attainable. After all said, the optical 
manufacturer, as such, but a workman to em- 
body the discoveries of truth made by the theo 
retical and scientific student of optics, and ad 
vances in optical manufacture must be considered 
as directly proportioned to the progress of knowl- 
edge in that realm. Whoever secures a grasp on 
a new optical fact or principle, or works out a new 


formula, must be credited with carrying the evolu-

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Rating Marine Chronometers. 

EW YORK, as the leading seaport of 

the country, is the center of an im- 
portant industry on which depends in a 
large measure the safety of thousands of 
ocean travelers, says the New York 7imes. 
This is the manufacturing, and particularly 
the rating, of marine chronometers. Near- 
ly every shipmaster, upon entering this 
port after an ocean voyage, obtains from 
the Custom House a permit to land his 
chronometer, so that it may be rated ac- 
cording to standard time. This rating 
may be likened to the daily comparison 
which the man with the fine watch makes 
with his jeweler’s timepiece. 

In the [ chronometer the ad 
juster keeps a careful record of its varia- 
tion, and this record goes with the clock 
when it is returned to the ship. The im- 
portance to a captain of knowing whether 
his chronometer is running fast or slow 
cannot be overestimated, for, although it 
may vary only five seconds a month each 
second makes a difference of one-fourth of 
a mile in a ship’s course, and a mistake of 
such a short distance, if not corrected, 
might result in a wreck and the loss of 
many lives. Knowing the exact variation 
of his chronometer, the captain is there- 
fore able to make the necessary allowance 
for it when he ascertains the latitude and 
longitude of the vessel after taking his 
sight, or, in other words, after determining 
the angular position of the sun through 
the use of the sextant. 

Many of the large ocean liners 
three chronometers, the ordinary 
one, and the deep-water ships sometimes 
two or three, but the life of an ocean 
timepiece, if well taken care of, is 100 years 
Or more, and accordingly the maker has 
to meet no great demand. As a matter of 
fact, a chronometer really goes out of ser- 
vice only when it sinks with a vessel. A 
shipmaster, when about to abandon his 
command at sea, invariably thinks of four 
things that should be saved—his logbook, 
sextant, compass, and chronometer. With 
these, and a fair supply of provisions, he 
feels a certain sense of security when he 
risks his life in an open boat. A derelict 
with a chronometer on board is indeed a 
rarity, and when one reads of a captain 
who has been unable to save his chronom 
eter the story is indubitable proof that the 
summons to leave the vessel was so urgent

to buy them This is done in a small 
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way even now, the price of rental per 
month The manufacturing of 
marine chronometers in this country is 
confined to four firms, three of which are 
located in New York, and probably the 
whole output for a year amounts to 250, or 
less. As with other articles, the 
price of chronometers varies according to 
quality and workmanship. The cheapest 
cost about $200 each, while the United 
States Government, which naturally buys 
the best, pays sometimes as much as $375. 

The movements of chronometers are 
usually imported “blank” from England— 
that is, only the plates and wheels are 
brought over. The manufacturer here 
provides the balance, springs and jewels 
needed to complete the whole, together 
with the brass-bound box in which the 
clock is placed. He does the finishing, 
grinding, polishing, hardening and temper- 
ing of all the steel parts and the work 
which requires the most skill and scientific 
knowledge is the adjustment of the chro- 
nometer, for which an ice box and also an 
oven are needed, in order to test the accu- 
racy of the compensation of the balance 
in different temperatures. Being set in 
gimbals within the box, the chronometer 
will remain in a horizontal position when 
the vessel rolls or pitches, and by this 
means the poise of the balance is not dis 
turbed 

It takes about three months to manufac 
ture a chronometer, and another three 
months to adjust it, though makers de 
clare that the timepiece should not be sent 
to sea for two years after completion, as 
the delicate mechanism must be tested in 
various ways to obtain a perfect regula 
tion. This adjustment, as the regulation 
is called, is something that requires the 
utmost skill, and really is the most import 
ant feature of the maker’s art Sudden 
changes of temperature, humidity, and 
electric currents will affect the speed, bal- 
ance, and hairspring, and therefore all the 
running parts must be so compensated 
and regulated that whatever contingency 
may there will still be

Their Origin and the National and 
Laws Regulating Their Use.

(From the Dry Goods Economist.) 


HE earliest legislation by the United 
States Government regulating the use 
of trade-marks was enacted in 1870 as a part 
of an act to revise the statutes ‘lating to 
patents and copyrights. The constitution- 
ality of this measure was soon attacked, 
and the Supreme Court decided against its 
validity, holding that the trade-mark, not be- 
ing an invention, a discovery or a writing, 
does not come within Article I, paragraph 
8, clause 8, of the United States Constitu- 
tion, and further, that the statute in ques- 
tion not being a commerce 
with foreign nations or among the several 
States or with the Indian tribes, but regu- 
larly applicable to all trade, was unconstitu- 
tional, property in trade-marks, like the great 
body of the rights of person and of property, 
resting on the laws of the States. 

Che existing Federal law, enacted in 1881, 
provided for the registration of trade-marks 
used in commerce with foreign nations or 
with the Indian tribes. For some reason 
or other it does not provide for the regis- 
tration of trade-marks used in interstate 
commerce, despite the provision in the Con- 
stitution that Congress shall have the power 
to regulate commerce among the several 
States, as well as with foreign nations and 
with the Indian tribes. It may be that this 
omission will be remedied. 

Exclusive of the Federal protection, how- 
ever, trade-marks are protected by the laws 
of the several States, and many of the 
commonwealths have a special trade-mark 
statute Among these Delaware, 
Georgia, Idaho, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 
Louisiana, Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, Montana, 
New Hampshire, New Jersey, Ohio, Okla 
homa, Tennessee, Utah and

ment by fine or imprisonment of infringers 
Some of the other States have statutes pro 
viding for the punishment of infringers, but 
not for registration, 

In order to prove that a trade-mark has 
been infringed it is necessary to show pri- 
ority of adoption and use. With this end 
in view a trade-mark may be registered in 
the Patent Office at Washington, provided 
it has been used in commerce between the 
United States and some foreign nation or 
Indian tribe. In order to comply with this 
requirement, it is customary to make a bona- 
fide sale of the merchandise on which the 
trademark is used to some person in a for- 
eign country or to one of the Indian tribes 

The trade-mark connot be registered, how- 
ever, if it is identical with a lawful and reg- 
istered trade-mark owned by another and 
employed in connection with merchandise of 
a similar character, or if it so nearly resem 
bles some other person’s trade-mark as to 
be likely to cause confusion in the mind of 
the public or to deceive purchasers; unless 
the subsequent applicant can by an inter 
ference proceeding in the Patent Office, 
prove an earlier adoption and use. Nor can 
a trade-mark be registered if it is a mere de 
scription or is composed of some geographi- 
cal name. 
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Unfortunately, no record of unregistered 
trade-marks kept by the Patent 
Office ; even if a search is 
made through all the registrations, it does 
not follow that the adopter of a trade-mark 
may not infringe the rights of another. 

Nor does registration in the Patent Office 
carry with it any new protection. The only 
advantage provided by such registration is 
that the right is thereby acquired to bring 
suit for infringement in the United States 
courts without regard to the amount in 
volved; while the owner of an infringed 
trade-mark which is unregistered must seek 
his remedy in the courts of his own State 
if the infringement occurs in that State. In 
case of infringement by a citizen of another 
State he is entitled to bring suit in the 
United States courts, if $2,000 or more is 
involved.

Protection against infringement of trade 
marks owned by domestic manufacturers, 
by importation, is afforded by the Treasury 
Department. ‘The law provides that no arti- 
cle of imported merchandise which copies 
or simulates the name or trade-mark of any 
domestic manufacturer, or that bears a 
name or mark which is calculated to induce 
the public to believe that the article is manu- 
factured in the United States, shall be ad 
mitted to entry at any custom house in this 
country. To aid in the enforcement of this 
ruling any domestic manufacturer may have 
his name and residence and a description of 
his trade-mark recorded in the Department 

It will be seen that the right to a trade- 
mark is fully protected in this country. It 
may be added that the position of the trade 
mark as a subject of commerce is fully es 
tablished, and that a trade-mark may be sold 
or transferred, unless such disposition of it 
works fraud upon the publi rhe right to
